This letter was immediately submitted to and 
read by a prominent Democratic gentleman and 
friend of Col. McEnry, that its contents might 
be submitted to that latter gentleman, and he 
write a similar letter to a personal or political 
friend, and the matter was to be brought before 
the Committee. On the Soth and 31st of Decem- 
ber and lst of January the matter was being 
considered by Col, McEnery and those whom he 
chose to consult. No action is known to have 
been taken by them to actept this proposition. 
The letter was read to the Congressional Com- 
mittee, and they were urged to co-operate in 
order to arrive at a settlement of the matter. For 
three days the proposition was awaiting the affir- 
mativeaction of Col. McEbery.

NEW ORLEANS NOTES. 

STORY OF THE KIDNAPP ED LEGISLATOR. 

Special Dispatch to The Cnicaqo Pribune, 
New Onweays, Jan. 7.—12:15 p. m—A. J. 
Consin, the kidnapped legislator, returned to the 
city to-day, and tells an exciting story of his ab- 
duetion. He was taken first to the Parish Prison, 
in this city, where he was handcuffed. He was 
subsequently placed in a carriage, and under 
a guard of four armed men, taken 
to the steamer which crosses Lake Ponchartrain, 
and placed in the hold. On his arrival on the 
other side, a force of fifteen or twenty men, 


armed with muskets and fixed bayonets, took. 


him to Covington, 10 miles in the interior, 
and kep. him there two days. He 
then removed back 9 wiles from Covington in 
the pine woods, under guard, and assured that if 
any attempt was made to rescue they would kill 
him before be shovid be given up. No denial 
was made of the fact that he 
brought from New. Orleans for the 
purpose of preventing his presence at 
the organization of the Legislature. As soon as 
the news ariived that tde Legisiature wae fully 
organized he was released, after being bronght 
before a Justice of the Peace to answer to a fle- 
titious charge of embezzling $15 in parish war- 
rants worth 20 cents on the dollar. He was 
no time in charge of any Sheriff, Deputy-Sher, 
iff, or other officer known to the law. r 
THE CITY QUIET. 

As a consequence of Gen. Sheridan's course, 
the city is as quiet as a New England village, 
and so long as it appeara likely that he will 
sustained by the Government and the people it 
will remain so.

Gen. Sheridan answered: I have not consult- 
ed any citizens. It is simply my own impression. 
All these troubles are prompted by politicians 
and for political purposes.” 

When asked if he was willing to give an indi- 
cation of the policy he proposed pursuing, the 
General answered briskly and decidedly :

Randall deciared that 
the Committee, with but one negative vote, had 
decided to permit . 
THE AMENDMENTS 

to be offered which were ouilned in these dis- 
patches last night. Those amendments were: 
Une providing for striking ont the first and 
second sections of the bill relative to the substi- 
tution of silver coin for fractional currency: 
and the second provides for the cancellation of 
the retired greenbacks. Maynard's only excuse 
for his action was a quibble. He reminded 
Randall that the Senate bill had not been 
referred to that Committee at all. This was 
true, but the subject matter of the bill had been 
considered by the Committee, and voted upon as 
indicated yesterday, aad, if the bill bad been at 
all referred, it would have been sent to that 
Committee. The members of the Baking and 
Carrency Committee are all agreed that Maynard 
actedin bad faith. There is no doubt that the 
Commitiee, with but ope dissenting vote, agroed 
to permit the two amendments fo be offered 
which were indicated. The truth, doubtless, is 
that Maynard was overruled by outside influ- 
enges, which induced him to force the previous 
quesiion upon the Senate bill without debate, 
but the rules of the House estopped members 
from discicsing the secrets of the Committee. 

There is general relief that the bill is passed, 
and that a dry discussion was not began, al- 
though there is much dissatisfaction,at the pe- 
culiar manner in which the bill was managed. 

THE VOTE. 

The bill was passed without debate—veas, 136 ; 
mays, 98. No analyris of the vote would ac- 
ourately show the position of members either as 
wegards specie-payimenisé or inflation.

Two Insane Asylums Fighting 
for a Bequest. 


Twe Mere Suits Against the Roe

A DIFFICULTY BETWEEN TWO INSANE ASYLUMS. 

A case was on trial before Judge Farwell 
yesterday which raised some new questions on 
the powers of the Board of County Commie- 
sioners. It appeam that in February, 1869, 
Jonathan Burr, a wealthy capitalist, died here, 
leaving the bulk of his property to charitable 
institutions. Among other provisions was one 
devising a building and lot on Randolph street, 
worth about $75,000, to T. B. Bryan, Trustee, in 
trust until such time as an insave asylum 
shall be organized, located, and established 
in the northern part of the State of IIliaois, un- 
der aud by virtue of some State or municipal au- 
thority, or some charter which shall give to the 
institution 4 character of permanence and sta- 
bility.” The property was then to be transferred 
to such institution, provided, however, it was 
built within six years of the date of the devize. 

The Board of County Corimissioners, the com- 
plainant, claims that, stimulated by such a hand- 
some gift, they immediately commenced, and in 
September, 1870, completed a buildiug to be used 
for an Insame Asylum for Cook County, which 
was located in the Town of Jefferson, 
and cost about $225,000, They therefore think 
they are entitled to the bequest, but say that 
Bryan will not deed the property to them on ac- 
count of some pretended rights of the Northern 
Insane Asylum at Elgin, which is made de- 
fendant. 

The defendant, on the other hand, while admit- 
ting the existence of a place in Cook County, 
used for the reception of insane persons, denios 
that it is au insane asvlum, but claims it is a part 
of the Poor-House of the county that itis not 
such a permanent institution as was contem- 
‘plated by the will, aud that the County Commis- 
sioners have uo authority to erect an insane 
asylum. 

It appears that the charter of the Northern 
Insane Asylum was approved in April, 1869, while 
the county asylum was not resolved on until Au- 
gust, 1869. The latter, however, was finished in 
September, 1570, aud ready for the reception of 
patients. while the former was not completed 
until 1872. The question then arose as to which 
institution was entitled to the property, and 


- whether the county authorities bad any power to 


build a county insane asylum. The case Was | 
argued by J. P. Root for the Board, and W. H.

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DUTY OF CONGRESS TO ORDER A NEW 

, ELECTION IN LOUISIANA. 

The trne remedy for the civil war in 
Louisiana is the one which the whole system 
of Republican institutions provides for every 
such controversy as now exists in that State. 
It is not a guestion tobe determined by the 
sword ; there can be but one just and satis- 
factory settlement, and that must be had 
through the ballot-box. Whether the State 
shall be governed by Democrats or Republic- 
ans is a matter of utter insignificance ; the 
question at issue is, that the people of that 
State are entitled to a Government of their 
own choice. The eléctions| in that State in 
1872, and since, are open to the accusation of 
being frauds, on both sides, marked with 
perjury, forgery, violencé, intimidation, 
and bloodshed. In no sense can they be 
said to have expressed the will of the people. 
A committee of seven Republican Senators 
of the United States have placed on reoord 
their judgment that the election of KLLOOO 
in 1872 was a barefaced, unmitigated frand ; 
and that the election of McEnrry, his oppo- 
nent, was equally fraudulent, and was 
brought about by ballot-box stuffingf false 
returns, intimidation, and violence. This 
also was the report of the same Senatorial 
Committee. Neither of these men were 
fairly or honestly elected. The whole elec- 
tion was tainted with fraud, violence, and 
false voting. The whole was like the 
cheating of gamblers at cards. This record, 
‘made by Republican Senators, the whole 
country has accepted as the truth. It is too 
late at this time to raise any issue on that 
point. 

In the report of the Senate Committee two 
years ago, the necessity for Congressional ac- 
tion was. urged, lest in its absence there 
would be revolution and bloodshed. The 
President, by special message, urged Con- 
gress to take some action. We believe the 
bill providing for a new election, to be under 
the supervision of the Federal Courts, was 
défeated by the votes of the Democrats, who 
denied the right of the General Government 
to interpose in the affairs of à State, even 
when that State was in a condition of anarchy. 
The non-action of Congress, for which the

POINTS FROM NEW YORK. 

Gov. T DN's message contains some in- 
teres ting views outside of the portion of it 
referring to canals, which we printed and re- 
viewed yesterday. Three other points de- 
serve special note. In the first place, the 
Governor states what he thinks the Federal 
Government ought to have done, when it felt 
the need of money to carry on the War. It 
should have, so he says, issued its notes with- 
out making them alegal-tender, and should 
have at the same time provided for their re- 
demption on demand at central points. The 
funds necessary for redemption ought to 
have been raised by heavy taxation, and by 
the sale of gold bonds at the market rates, 
whatever they might be. It is very doubtful 
whether this plan could have been pursued 


during two years of the War, which consumed | 


two to three millions of dollars daily. 
The general distrust in the financial 
resources of the North would have led to a 
disastrous run on the Treasury, as soon as 
any number of greenbacks had been issued. 
Moreover, the sale of a sufficient number of 
bonds to redeem the tional currency on de- 
mand would perhaps have been impossible, 
either at home or abroad, for two years after 
Bull Run. No pation, we believe, has ever 
prosecuted as costly and as longa war with- 
out resorting to a suspension of specie-pay- 
ments. At the game time, it is to be remem- 
bered that we ourselves produced all of the 
food and most of the munitions, clothing, ete., 
consumed by our armies, and that, therefore, 
by far the ‘greater part of the business 
transacted by the Government was with its 
Own citizens, who would have accepted and 
used the national currency with much more 
readiness than the subjects of a foreign power 
would have done, had we been obliged to 
rely for our supplies on outside aid. 

The second point is that resumption would 
now be less costly than our present policy. 
The permanent good results of settling values 
and giving firm foundations for business 
prosperity by returning to the world’s cur- 
rency would far outweigh the possible tem- 
porary evils of the contraction which might 
precede resumption, Moreover, these evils 
would not exist, if the contraction were 
gradual and fixed, and if a wise system of 
free banking on the present basis of Govern- 
ment bonds were adopted. The latter pro- 
vision would ingure a supply of currency in 
exact accordance with the demand for it. 
The most expensive thing we can possibly do, 
he urges, is to persist in the use of an irre- 
deemable currency, which fluctuates itself, 
leads to fluctuation in the price of all other 
values,—except thoge of gold and silver,—and 
subjects its holders to the constant risk of 
loss. |

bases of the hills that the routes of communication 
lie, between the hostile camps located in the Powder | 
and Yeliowstone River country and the large agencies 
of semi-hostile, semi-peaceable Indians on the Mis 
souri River. And it n along these routes that al 
illicit trafic in arms and ammunition is kept up be- 
tween the two forces. Young men belonging to the 
agencies who desire to reap the benefit of tue agency 
syetem, and at the eame time to take part witn the 
bostiles in their wars with the whites, pass and repass 
over these routes, and when pursued hide, or take 
temparary refuge in the Back Hi. We intercepted 
two parties of this character whose admissions agree 
with this theory, Ifthe Black Hills were thrown open 
to settlement,

THE SARATOGA ‘COMBINATION, 
ANOTHER EFYORT TO BOLSTER IT UP. 

For some time past the railroads belonging to 
the Saratoga combination have been quarreling 
among themselves, each accusing the other of 
violating the agreement. Some of the roads, 
and particularly the Michigan Central, Michigan 
Southern, and Toledo, Wabash & Western, ad- 
mitted that they had gone back on the agree- 
meat, but they claimed to have been compelled 
todo so by the Pennsylvania Railroad, which, 
while being the strongest advocate of the agree- 
ment, had violated it in several instances, 
and operited against the other roads. 
The feeling against the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company finally so bitter that the dis- 
ruption of combination has been expected 
duriug the last two or three weeks. It has been 
well known in railroad circles lately that the 
Michigan Central and Michigan Southern. were 
anxious to withdraw, aud would do so as soon as 
any opportunity should offer itself. Some of 
the officers of these roads stated publicly that 
their ight was no longer against the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad, but against the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. Numerous complaints were made to 
the Comaiismoners, but their interference was 
rebuked ih every instance, and nearly all tae 
roads refused to recognize them. 

Yesterday a final effort was made by thé 
Western Bureau of Railroad Commissioners and 
the officials of the Pepnsvivania Company's 
lines to bolster up the waning powers of the 
combination, and bring the obstreperous roads 
back into the fold again. A meeting of the 
Western Railroad Commissioners was held at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday afternoon, to 
which the mauagers of the various roads beloug- 
jug to the combination had been iwvited. Of the 
Commissioners there were present Mr. George 
M. Wright, Warren Colburn, lsaac Sturgeon, E. 8. 
Wads worth, and L. W. Andrews, Of the railroad 
managers, pone were represented except those 
of the Pennsylvania Company's lines, and of a 
few minor roads. There were present Mr. J. N. 
Mc(vllogh,| General Manager of the Penasyl- 
vania Railroad Company; J. D. Laing, General 
Macager of the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne; J. W. 
Colwell, General Superintendent of the 
Pitteburg, Cincimnati & St. Louis; Mr. 
Mc\eon, General Manager of the Vandalia 
une; Mr. Martin, of the Evansville 4 
OCrawforagville Railroad; aud 4 represent- 
ative of the Indianapolis, Bloom ington 
& Western Railroad. Neither the Michigan Cen- 
tral, Michigan Southern, vor the Toledo, Wabasa 
& Wester Railroads put in au appearance. Mr. 
Amasa Stone, the General Manager of the Mich- 
igan Southern. sent werd that he had to go te 


the President of toe Michigan Ceutral Railroad, 
seut word that he was prevented by importeot 
business from putting id an appearance, and Mr. 
Strong, the Geueral Superimteudeni of this road, 
left towu when be heard that such a mecting was 
to be held. The Hon. J. D. Cox, President of 
ithe Toledo, Wabash & Western Railroad, aiso 
refused ta come because he bad more important 
business to attend to at home. 

Under these circumstances the object for 
which the meeting had been called proved a 
failure, abd mo action could be taken, as a’! 
those pregent were in some way or other con- 
necteé with the Penvsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany. Alter an informal talk of several hours“ 
duration, the meeting acjourned to meet again 
ou the 20th of this month at Cleveland, O., when 
another at empt will be made to secure the at- 
tendance of the managers who were abvent at 
this meeting. Tnere is, however, but little 
prospect that the wamug fortunes of the 
combination can be bolstered up again. 
A majority of the roads, including the 
New Lore Uertral aud Erie Roads, have come 
to the couclusion that they can do better out- 
side the combination than in it. None of the 
roads had anything to gain by the agreement 
except the Pennsylvania Railroad Company.

Convention at Fond du Lae to Give it 
‘Name and Organization. | 


A FULL ATTENDANCE, — 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Trioune. 

Foxp pu Lac, Wis., Jan. 7.—The Episcopal 
Convention to complete the organization of the 
new diocese for Wisconsin, and to take the pre- 
liminary steps to elect a Bishop, met at St. Paul's 
OCburch at 11 o'clock this morning. After the 
usual religious ceremonies, the Rev. W. E. 
Wright, of Waupun, preached a sermon from 
Matthew xxviii, 18, 19, and 20. There are 
present about twenty clergymen, and full sets of 
delegations from the various churches im the 
new diocese, which is composed of what is known 
as Northern Wisconsin. Bishop Welles presided. 
The Rev. M. V. Averill, of Green Bay. 
is Secretary. The afternoon session commenced 
at 3 o’clock and lasted until 6. The Constitu- 
tion was adopted, one section at a time, causing 
but little debate, A sharp discussion arose upon 
the question of giving the new diocese a name. 
The contest was betweon Green Bay and Fond 
du Lac. Fond du Lac won the day by a hand- 
some majority. Asa matter of course, Food du 
Lao people are greatly pleased at the result. 
While the name does not indicate that the Bish- 
op will make his home in Fond du Lac, it is very 
generally believed among the delegates, both 
laiety and cl „ that the new Bishop will 
make this his home, though it is certain 
that both Green Bay and Oshkosh will make a 
determined effort to get him to locate with them. 
Hut they can rest assured that, in the matter of 
holding out inducements, Fond du Lac will pot 
be behind them. The question of who shall be 
Bishop is exciting much talk. 

THE ELECTION OF A BISHOP PROBABLE. 
Tue Convention has not, up to this time, 
decided to vote for Bishop, though it is thought 
it wiil decide in favor of such a course, because 
Bishop Welles is especially anxious that the new 
Bishop should be consecrated at the General Con- 
vention in June next, as be finds it too great 
a burden to perform the work that is demanded 
of him in the whole Statin.

MRS. DU PUIE. 
A BOARDING-HOUSE KEEPER IN COURT. 


For a large city like Chicago, and one which is | 


so well supphed with boarding-houses, the 
amount of trouble arising between boarding- 


house keepers and their ciients is remarkably | 


small. Of course, the litle matters of differ- 
ence Which will mise between landlady and 
boarder will occur here as elsewhere; it must 
be confessell that the air of Wabash avenue is 
too often daturated with an odor of doubtful 
hash, and there is no doubt that too frequently 
this compound, after having been enjoyed, or at 
any rate eaten, is not so promptiy paid for as 
it might be; still, when differences on 
these accounts do arise, they are general- 
ly settled without recourse to the couris. 
An exception to this rule must, however, be 
admitted ia the case of The People va. Du Puie, 
which came up for trial yesterday afternoon be- 
fore Justice Hinsdale, at his office on Monroe 
street. The relator in the case, Mis. Harriet R. 
Johnson, charges the defendant, Mrs. Du Puie, 
proprietor of the Du Puie House, a Taird avenue 
boarding-house, with the crime of larceny, alleg- 
ing that the defendavt, in August last, stole 
from her certain goods left at ber house by re- 
lator. . The case has been postponed froa time 
to time, and two civil suits brought by Mrs. 


Johnson against, Mrs. Du Puie bave resulted in 


favor of the laiter. 
THE COMPLAINANT, 
however, nothing daunted, and backed up by 
other parties who allege sundry very discredita- 
ble acts on the part of the defendant, brought 
the criminal suit before Justice Hinsdale, and 
was the firsi witness called by ber attorney. She 
testified that she went to board at the Du Puie 
House about the Sch of last May, and staid there 
about two months. When she left there in July, 
she had not paid her board, and Mrs. 
Du Puie detained a trunk and a hand- 
satchel belonging to witness, containing, 
among other goods, s gold chain and 
locket, two gold rings, a pair of gold ear-rings, 
a set of jeweiry with ball pendants, two riogs, a 
gold pencil, a set of amethyst jewelry, a black 
velvet vest, a band-niirror, aud a lace bandker- 
chief. She had tried since to get the gouds back 
from Mrs. Du Puie, offering to pay the board- 
bill iu iustallments aud take back her goods ac- 
cordiug as she paid, but the landlady would not 
consent to such an arrangement.

PATRICK H. JOHNSON, 
husband of tae relator, who corroborated her 
testimony. 
CYRUS FISHER )

House on the day before last Thaoksgiving Dax.

At these 
piaces Tuetday the ice was found to vary is 
iwivknesg from 7 to 12 inches. At the com- 
mencomeut of the barvest last vear at be point 
did the ice exceed 7 inches, wherefore many ico- 
meu did bot care to barvestit. Waiting for the 
ice to thicken, boa ever, they lost their ai op, and, 
as a consequence, last summer about one-third 
of the ice consumed in tae chy was brought 
fromthe north The jy a of this season 
0 far me, that, ir ot importing the coming 
seasoe, our dealers will be enabled to export, il 
so inclined. There appears to be a general 
feeling, however, against experting, the past 
havipg impres-ed many dealers with the peces- 
‘gity ef retaining whatever surplus they may se- 
cure to meet the uncertainties of the noxt sea- 
son, In fact, several large dealers are making 
au effort to harvest a dousie crow to that end. 

The quality of the i¢e being harvested id gen- 
erally better than it bas been for years, In the 
winter of 1871-'72, much of the ice saved war 
from 2 to 3 feet thick, which waa ao intermixture 
of s30w aud ico, aud very imperfect. Iu 1873 
‘74, the o her extreme was reached, the ive being 
not over 7 inches in thickness, but quite solid. 
The ice now being saved is from 10 to 12 inches. 
which dealers say is the most convenient and 
desirable thickness. It is almost entirely free 
fro u snow, and is prowoupced superior to that 
saved in the north. 

From preseat prospects, unless that change of 
wind, dreaded by the ice-dealer and mariner 
aiihe, should intervene, the ice-supply the com- 
ing season will be superior both in quality and 
rng a Dealers aleo predict that the price 
will be lowered, not only on account of the quan- 
tity to be stored, but because of the reduced 
price at which labor is secured to harvest it. It 
is announced by one prominent dealer that he 
will furnisa families the coming summer at a re; 
duction of at least 25 per cents from last year’s 
prices, while to larger consumers the. reduction 
will be still greater. All dealers conversed with 
unite in tue, determination to reduce the price, 
bast the ambunt of the reduction will be gov- 
erned by the supply, wilich depends aloue upon 
the weather for the pext twenty days.
